The committee appointed at the last Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina to invest the surplus funds of the Grand Lodge in 
Ihe Bauds of the Treasurer in stock of any of the Banks in this. State then. 


lately chartered by the Legislature, (it* deemed by them advisable,) respect- 
fully report, 

'fhat, on an examination of the Grand Treasurer’s accounts, they found 
enough money on hand to pay for five shares ol the stock in the new Bank of 
the State in full, and leave enough in the hands of the Treasurer to meet any 
probable contingent expenses that might come against the Grand Lodge; and 
they accordingly, when the books tor receiving subset iption to the stock of 
the’ Bank of the State wc re first opened in the city of Raleigh, in Febiuary 
last, attended and subscribed for five shares in the name of the Gfand Lodge 
of North Carolina, and afterwards, on the 22d of May ensiling, when it was 
ascertained that enough stock had been subscribed to authorise the Bank in 
go into operation under the chart* !*, and the Commissioners gave notice tin t 
payments would be received by them on the stock subscribed tor, drew on, 
and received from the Grand Treasurer four hundred and eighty-eight dol- 
lars to pay the four instalments, aud the five shares of stock subscribed for 
by them in the name of the Grand Lodge of Noith Carolina, and they ac- 
cordingly paid tiie same over to the Commissioners, and took their receipt 
for it; which they filed with the Grand Treasurer. 

'Hie receipt expresses to be in full of the first, second and third instal- 
ments, and in part of the fourth. This expression, in part of the fourih in- 
stalment, was used by the Commissioners, because they would net under- 
take to calculate the discount on the advance payments, which the charter 
directed to be allowed, and the committee took it upon themselves to make 
the calculation, and paid what they believed would be found to lie in full 
when the calculation whs made. They did tin’s, because tiny thought, if 
there was a surplus, it had better be in the bands of the Treasurer, where 
it could be used it wanted, than in the Bank, where no interest would be 
allowed for it, ar.d no additional benefit derived from it, and it would he 
returned to the Grand Treasurer again some 10 or 12 months hence, when 
ail the payments on all the shares subscribed for were made, and the Bank 
thinks proper to make the calculation of how much discount shall be al- 
lowed to each one of the subscribers.

<lrcn, by leaching a school. That, for some tew years back,, lie h is been 
so infirm Slid so much afflicted, as to render him unable to walk from home 
to the school-house. That lie has been, from tioie to time, assisted by the 
Lodge in Wadesborough, (although he was not a member thereof, having 
always refused to desert Old Cone, as lie called it,) until their funds were 
completely exhausted. And that he is really now, and has been ever since 
his acquaintance with him, (for the last twenty- five years,) an exemplary, 
worthy Brother, and an honest, upright man; and that he is one who would 
scorn lo apply to this or any other Lodge for pecuniary aid, were he in a 
situation to earn a support by his own exertions. 

From all of which they are compelled to say, that he is really an object 
deserving the peculiar attention and asiistanee of the brethren, anil recom- 
mend that the Grand Treasurer be directed to forward lo him, through 
Brother Little, the sum of fifty dollars, out of any moneys in his hands un- 
appropriated.

• The committee on Special Communications from Subordinate Lodges, to 
which was referred a communication from Washington Lodge, No. 15, in 
the town ot Washington, appointing Bro. Smallwood as their representa- 
tive in this Grand Lodge, and praying to have their arrearages of dues to 
this Grand Lodge remitted, have considered the same, and report, 

That although your committee is of the opinion that Masons should not 
shrink from any responsibilities, nor seek to evade in any manner to con- 
tribute their equal proportions to the support of the order; yet they are of 
the opinion that cases may occur when circumstances may intervene and 
render those excusable, who, under different circumstances, would stand 
culpably charged with a neglect of duty. 

Your committee believe that if they were for the first time called upon 
to remit to a Subordinate Lodge the arrearages of its dues upon a represen- 
tation that such Lodge was unable to pay, they would not hesitate as to the 
course they would pursue; but, after similar favors have been extended to 
other Lodges upon the same grounds, we cannot consent to deal more ri- 
gidly with the present application than has been exercised towards others 
under similar circumstances. Without loosing sight of that punctuality 
which should always characterise! Masons in all their dealings, we are still 
bound by those feelings of charity and liberality which forbid personal sa- 
crifices to be made, except in cases of great emergency. 

We do not view the present to be such a case as to require individual 
contributions from the brethren of Washington Lodge, as some of your 
committee have been assured by a brother from that Lodge that the mem- 
bers ihereof would be compelled to pay up the arrearages due the Grand 
Lodge out of their own pockets if it were exactedv v Your committee have 
been induced, in view of all the circumstances, to recommend the adoption 
of the following resolution, to wit; 

Resolved , That this Grapd Lodge remit the arrearages due from Wash- 
ington Lodge, No. 15, up to the present communication; and that said Lodge 
be permitted to work under their charter as effectually as if they had re- 
gularly elected their officers and paid up their dues; and that the Grand 
Secretary transmit a copy of this resolution to the Secretary of said Lodge.
